HEALTH SERVICES 


Child health conferences California for the fiscal 
year ending June, 1946, totaled 12,316. these, 10,415 
were conducted under the auspices health depart- 
ments and 1,901 other official voluntary agencies. 

During the same period, 3,607 prenatal clinic ses- 
sions were held. This represents decrease the num- 
ber sessions over the preceding year due the sharp 
reduction prenatal clinies conducted the Army 
and Navy medical personnel. Health departments, how- 
ever, increased prenatal sessions from 913 the 
year ending June, 1945, 1,399 for 1946. 

These figures have been compiled the Bureau 
Maternal and Child Health the State Department 
Public Health. These statistics showed that the end 
June, 1946, there were:

INCREASED NUMBER CASES RECEIVING 
RAPID THERAPY 


With increasing facilities for the provision rapid 
treatment therapy for syphilis, the number patients 
receiving such treatment increased 18.8 percent the 
last half 1946 over the first six months that year. 

total 2,342 patients were treated from July- 
December 1946, compared 1,971 for the Jan- 
uary through June period. 

Twenty-six county hospitals have entered into con- 
tract with the State Department Public Health 
provide the nine-day treatment for syphilis. Patients 
are authorized the county health department 
whose clinies they are diagnosed. These county hospitals 
are paid $5.80 per patient day and, addition, 
receive the penicillin and drugs for treatment. 

Two rapid treatment centers are also providing 
therapy patients the Los Angeles and San Diego 
areas.

Sewage disposal problems 
these situations can most effectively solved 
area-wide basis rather than separately the key city 
and its surrounding unoccupied areas.

Sanitation have been conducting area-wide meetings 
implement cooperative joint solutions the sewage 
disposal problems. These meetings have uniformly re-

the part cities and their surrounding areas. 

Two examples the type problem being en- 
countered are: 

Modesto area—where industrial wastes represent 
many times the organic load sewage alone. 

Santa Cruz area—where protection 
water supply, recreational streams, and popular ocean 
bathing beaches all demand early solution area- 
wide sewage problems.
